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Second Philatelic eee 


A year ago, during the days between 
Christmas and New Year’s, a Philatelic 
Congress was held in Philadelphia. This 
was originated and sponsored by Eugene 
Klein, President of the American Phila- 
telic Society, and James Waldo Fawcett, 
of the Washington Star. 

It was proclaimed such a success that 
immediate steps were taken to hold a 
second Congress, which was finally ar- 
ranged for Cleveland, Ohio, on Decem- 
ber 7th and 8th, the Monday and Tues- 
day directly following the annual meet of 
the Rubber City Stamp Club at Akron, 
Ohio. It being the belief of the spon- 
sors of the Congress that these dates 
would be desirable because it was hoped 
to give collectors an opportunity to at- 
tend both of these meetings at the same 
time. 

Without question, the Akron meeting 
benefited greatly by this arrangement, for 
there were many at Akron, who doubt- 
less came there solely because of their 
intention and plans to attend the coming 
Congress at Cleveland. 

Arrangements had been made by an 
able committee at Cleveland to handle 
the affairs of the Congress in a proper 
manner, but lack of attendance on the 
part of collectors can do more than any 
other thing to upset any plans, no mat- 
ter how well prepared. 

Very large tables with excellent space 
were prepared for dealers, but small at- 
tendance discouraged some dealers from 
even attempting to make displays of 
their goods. These instances were few, 
however, and some dealers reported very 
satisfactory business, while others did 
little or nothing. 

The Congress sessions were attended 
by approximately 50 to 75 persons, who 
sat through the reading of the various 
Papers, and the dinner on Monday even- 
ing drew about sixty. 

The breakfast for Philatelic writers on 
Tuesday morning showed about fifteen 





in attendance. 


Less than half of the General Commit- 
tee of the Congress were in attendance 
and, of those there, less than a dozen 
participated in choosing the winning pa- 
per for the presentation of the silver 
placque. 

One of the rules of the Congress called 
for a limit of 15 minutes in the reading 
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of any paper submitted. But one paper, 
that of Dr. C. W. Hennan, of Chicago, 
exceeded this time, and that was by ap- 
proximately double the allotted time. 

It was evident that the Committee, 
recognizing the excellent paper prepared 
by Dr. Hennan and realizing its real 
value as a contribution to Philately, did 
feel that it was the most deserving, yet 
it was pointed out that had other con- 





testants taken as much time as had Dr. 
Hennan, that doubtless much more 
satisfactory papers could have been pre- 
pared by them, and it was believed that, 
due to this fact, the paper by Dr. sien 
nan should be disqualified. 

The award was then made to Mr. 
Donald Lybarger of Cleveland, Ohio, for 
his paper on “The United States Issues 
of 1918-20.” Honorable mention was 
voted Mr. Leo Shaughnessy and Dr. 
Clarence W. Hennan. 

Not having been in attendance at the 
first Congress at Philadelphia in 1935, it 
is impossible to make a comparison with 
the Congress of this year, but we would 
say from our own observation that col- 
lectors did not seem to have the en- 
thusiasm for a meet of this type that we 
believed would be shown, based on re- 
ports of the Philadelphia meeting. 

Other than the usual fraternizing and 
good fellowship, plus the bourse, there 
was only the opportunity to sit for sev- 
eral hours and listen to the authors of 
the various articles read their papers and 
the next day to have an opportunity to 
discuss the papers with the authors and 
others. 

Our own belief as regards stamp col- 
lectors is that too few of them are 
enough interested in the other fellow’s 
pet field, to give the time to listening 
to the reading, and certainly are not in- 
terested in discussing it. How much 
easier it is to read the articles at one’s 
leisure. 

Certainly every collector should have 
some sort of a Philatelic library and a 
library, to be of value and _ interest, 
should cover a wide field. It is in such 
a library that a copy of the Congress 
booklet containing reprints of the papers 
read at Cleveland will fit to nice ad- 
vantage. Copies of this booklet are 
available at $1.00 each. However, there 
is nothing printed in the booklet which 
tells one where the books may be pur- 
chased. 
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Jipex Stamps 





The Philatelic Society of Johannes- 
burg, the sponsors of JIPEX, were de- 
sirous of having miniature sheets of nor- 
mal Union stamps to commemorate their 
exhibition. 

When the Union Postal Authorities 
were approached in the matter, these 
found themselves in the position of be- 
ing able to supply either specially over- 
printed sheets or nothing at all. Their 
offer to provide miniature sheets of %d 
‘and Id values overprinted “JIPEX 1936” 
was therefore. accepted by the Exhibition 
Committee, although when it was learnt 
that the issue would be a limited one, 
it was realized that troubles would not 
be far to seek. 

These started when orders for large 
quantities began to pour in. In con- 
sultation with the Minister of Posts-the 
following policy was decided upon as be- 
ing the fairest possible in the circum- 
stances: 

¢1) That, as the stamps were primar- 
ily intended to be an additional attrac- 
tion to visiting the Exhibition, a cer- 
tain proportion should be set aside for 
sale each day at the Exhibition Post 
Office, the only place where they would 
be sold over the counter; but that only 
limited quantities, say two sheets of each 
values, would be sold to any one appli- 
cant. 

(2) That requests sent by post from 
those unable to visit the Exhibition 
would be met within sharply defined lim- 
its. The Minister explained to the Ex- 
hibition Committee that the statement 
attributed to him in the public Press 
“that all orders for stamps sent to the 
Postmaster, Johannesburg, would be 
met” was not correct, if taken literally. 
His intention was merely that members 
of the public unable to visit the Exhi-

bition would at all events be enabled to 
obtain at least one sheet of each value. 

The Postmaster, Johannesburg, and 
the Exhibition Committee, the body re- 
sponsible for the Postal Agency in the 
Exhibition, were therefore instructed to 
meet all requests sent to them for one 
sheet of each value and to exercise their 
discretion in fulfilling requests for mod- 
erate quantities, although asked to meet 
them as far as practicable. 


(3) In the case of big orders, for hun- 
dreds or thousands of sheets, the Post- 
master and the Committee, acting in 
consultation, were specifically empowered 
to defer filling these until it was seen 
how many sheets would be available 
after the small orders and local sales 
had been met. If necessary, a quota 
could be applied. 


Complaints are sure to be made by 
disgruntled individuals who have not re- 
ceived all they wanted. This is probably 
inevitable with a limited issue. The 
Committee regrets if it has not been able 
to please everyone, but they have a clear 
conscience in the matter as they have 
done their best to make a fair distribu- 
tion. The Exhibition funds have not 
benefited at all from the stamps direct- 
ly, although admittedly they may ben- 
efit from an increased attendance to 
purchase the stamps. The stamps were 
issued with this in view; they were not 
issued for the benefit of speculators or 
dealers. It is only fair therefore that 
those should take second place in the 
distribution, if a limitation in quantities 
should prove necessary

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The Jipex Nightmare 





As was pointed out in an article on the 
Jipex sheets in our last issue, the col- 
lector who specializes in Philatelic Sou- 
venir Sheets will have one sweet time 
in gathering a collection of this new of- 
fering. Since our last issue we have had 
the opportunity to compare the first day 
covers we described, with unused sheets 
from another source and as was antici- 
pated, the little advertising coupons on 
the edges of these sheets, above and be- 
low the stamps differ on different sheets. 
Just how many different combinations are 
available we do not know, but it is cer- 
tain that it will require several sheets of 
each value to show them all and it is 
almost as certain that the sheets will be 
unobtainable except at an excessive price, 
for reports are that the issue was ex- 
tremely limited and that orders were 
simply shot to pieces in filling for deal- 
ers. The Committee of the Philatelic 
Society of Johannesburg attempt to 
make an explanation of this shortage, yet 
it should be evident to any stamp col- 
lector or dealer that no explanation can 
or will be satisfactory. Short and lim- 
ited issues of any and all stamps which 
are in popular demand are not good busi- 
ness, or “good cricket” as our English 
friends would remark, and some means 
should be found to remedy such a situ 
ation. Our own Mr. Farley could have 
quickly remedied this situation when he 

’ saw orders for thousands upon thousands 
more sheets than were available and as 


much as Mr. Farley has been con 

demned for some of his acts, we feel

Dealers Swamped With Orders 





The publishers of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News are requested by the 
Lackawanna Stamp Company of Scran- 
ton, Pa., to print a statement regarding 
their advertisement offering New Zea- 
land Chamber of Commerce sets. This 
company offered these sets in our issue 
of November 28th and were deluged with 
orders at their quoted price of 45c per 
set. Our issue of December Sth appeared 
so soon after the orders poured in that 
the copy could not be withdrawn in that 
issue, yet the Lackawanna Company 
were sold out before our December 5th 
issue was in the mails. 

This company quoted these sets at 45c 
per set. We noted quotations by other 
dealers at prices even lower and some 
higher and we know personally of other 
dealers who were cleaned out of all sets 
they offered at once. 

It is to the credit of the Lackawanna 
Stamp Company that they started filling 
orders for single sets, or blocks as or- 
dered and soon realized that they would 
have to make refunds for hundreds of 
sets and then started allowing but a sin- 
gle set to any customer and refunding 
balance. We are told in a letter under 
date of December 9th that they had or- 
ders for more than seven times the 
actual number of sets that they had in 
stock. 

This statement is published as an ex- 
planation of the lack of their ability to 
fill orders and we are assured that they 
have sent out every set that they had on 
hand. Doubtless other dealers have 
found themselves in the same situation 
and it is of course a situation which 
everyone regrets and which no one can 
avoid for it is impossible for anyone to 
anticipate the demand and, since sup- 
plies come from New Zealand it is 
necessary to replenish supply from that 
source. It is known, however, from re- 
ports from New Zealand that the set will 
be a very scarce one, if we may believe 
advance statements. 

They report that the demand was even 
greater than the demand for Jubilee sets 





when first issued.

The issue, com- 


memorating the Congress of the Federa- 
tion of Chambers of Commerce of the 
British Empire, consisted of five values: 
'2d., 1d., 242d., 4d. and 6d. and was to 
be on sale during the month of October. 
Owing, however, to the unprecedented 
demand on these stamps, supplies of the 
higher three values were exhausted at all 
post offices within three days and at 
some within the same day. As the 
stamps were printed in Melbourne, it 
was impossible to ship fresh supplies 
from Australia within the month. 

The number of stamps printed for the 
2U4d. value, which is the lowest for the 
five denominations, is 357,696 and this 
makes available to collectors as many 
complete sets in either mint or fine used 
condition. Notwithstanding these com- 
paratively large mumbers, prices for 
complete sets range here now from 90c 
to $2.00, or about 9 times the face val- 
ue. A special post office at the Welling- 
ton Town Hall impressed all the covers 
with a special postmark 35mm in di- 
ameter, bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: “Chambers of Commerce Empire 
Conference, Wellington, N.Z.,” and date. 

As in previous years, the Postal Au- 
thorities have issued a Health stamp 
(id. + 1d.) which was placed on sale on 
November 2nd and will be withdrawn by 
the end of February, 1937. The pro- 
ceeds from sales are devoted to the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of Summer 
Health Camps for N. Z. children and a 
typical camp is shown in the background 
of the stamp’s design, while in the fore- 
ground is depicted the head of a smiling 
girl framed by a life-buoy with the 
words: “Safeguard Health.” 

The Department of Posts is contem- 
plating the issue of a special commemo- 
rative stamp to mark the Coronation of 
King George VI, but so far no official 
decision has been reached. Further de- 
tails may be available next month. 

As my next notes will not appear until 
next month, I take this opportunity of 
conveying to all my readers the Season’s 
Greetings with best wishes for a Happy 
New Year.

on each of the ten different subjects. 

Ten dollars is not a lot of money. Per- 
haps it will encourage some effort on the 
part of collectors. Perhaps an offer of a 
silver placque or cup of the same ap- 
proximate value would have more appeal 
as it would give the writer something 
which he could prize more highly than 
ten dollars. 

Leastwise we approve of the effort to 
encourage writing by the average col- 
lector for it is a fact that the best and 
most valuable articles can come only 
from the man who thoroughly knows his 
stamps, regardless of his lack of literary 
ability, rather than from a trained writer 
who lacks the essential knowledge that 
would make him a philatelist.

ANOTHER SET 
ANNOUNCED 


It is clearly evident 
that this country is 
going to continue its 
policy of issuing new postage stamps at 
frequent intervals. Naturally, this is go- 
ing to cause much discussion on the part 
of collectors in America as well as 
abroad. Doubtless there will be many 
who will severely censure our Postoffice 
Department for these unnecessary issues. 
For our own part, we do not believe 
that such a proceeding is necessary so 
long as the new stamps are confined to 
low values which may be purchased for 
a few cents each. 
If the issues run to high denominations 
we would lend a willing hand to con- 
demning their issue but with stamps that 
may be purchased for three cents each 
or with short sets that may be had for as 
little as 15 to 25 cents per set we can not 
feel that the frequent issue will be detri- 
mental to our hobby nor a burden on 
the pocketbook of any stamp collector. 
The ones who are apt to howl are 
those foolish few who feel obliged to buy 
by the sheet with the hope that they 
may profit by such purchase. It is high 
time that those who wish to pose as 
stamp collectors get the habit of acting 
like stamp collectors and really attempt 
to make a stamp collection rather than 
to accumulate a lot of unused postage 
stamps with a thought of making a

King George VI Stamps 





At this writing, immediately after the 
abdication of King Edward VIII, and 
the ascension to the throne by King 
George VI, the newspapers lead one to 
believe that it may be possible that the 
coronation plans for May, arranged for 
Edward, may be carried out for the new 
King. 

If this comes to pass, it should be 
practical that the new coronation stamps 
which were to be issued for Edward will

been limited and that it had been sold 
out almost on the first day of issue, be- 
cause of the popular esteem for the 
President which swept Argentina. 





A nice gesture on the part of the U.S. 
Postal authorities came with the releas- 
ing of the designs of the 1c values of the 
Army and Navy series. In the issue of 
the “New York Sun” of December 5th 
a reproduction of these two designs are 
shown in a very large format. The 
lc Army stamp shows medallions in 
the corner busts of George Washington 
to the left and Nathaniel Green to the 
right. In the center is a view of the 
home of George Washington at Mount 
Vernon, Virginia. The portraits were the 
work of John Trumbull. W. K. Schrage 
made the original drawings for the stamp 
design. 

The one cent value of the Navy 
shows the bust to the upper left of John 
Paul Jones, taken from the painting of 
an unknown artist. To the upper right 
is a bust of John Barry, after the paint- 
ing of that dean of painters, Gilbert 
Stuart. In the center is shown the Bon 
Homme Richard, commanded by Jones 
in the battle of the Serapis, and the Lex- 
ington, commanded by Barry. Alvin R. 
Meissner is the designer of the stamp. 


It is a pity that these stamps will not 
be issued in two colors, as they are strik- 
ingly handsome, and should be immense- 
ly popular when they are issued on De- 
cember 15th. 





From San Diego, California, comes a 
report of the discovery of the Postmas- 
ter stamps of Brattleboro, Vt. These 
stamps are catalogued at $2,250 and 
twenty-seven are known to exist. Paul 
A. Dorn, who is responsible for this in- 
formation, states that the stamps are the 
only pair found on one cover
